The John McEvoy Funeral.

Was Set on Fire. 


Eugene Pelter, the Whitmore farmer, 


who suffered a heavy loss by fire Friday 
night, will never be satisfied until he 
catches the scoundrel who applied the 
torch to bis barn.

RESIGI&TIOl OF COL. D. H. COIKLII. 


After 40 Years in the Harness He 


Retires for a Best. 


I. W. Burgeon Appointed Manager. 


From 3I»miaif'» Daily. 


The announcement that Col. D. H 


Conklin has resigned his position as vice- 
president, general manager and treasurer 
of the Terre Haute S: Peoria Railway 
Company, will be a genuine surprise to 
our readers. The Colonel tendered his 
resignation in writing a few months ago, 
to take effect on September 1st, which 
was Sunday, and now it is incumbent 
upon President C W. Fairbanks of Indi- 
anapolis, Ind., to appoint his successor to 
act until the vacancy is filled by a vote 
of the directors. 


There is no reason assigned for the 


Colonel's resignation, except that he de- 
sires to be relieved of the cares of railway 
duties that he may enjoy a well-earned 
rest. 


For over iO years Colonel Oonklin has 


been on duty as a railway man. He be- 
gan life as a printer's "devil" and was 
as good a printer as be has been a rail- 
road man. He was first connected with 
the Erie road, then with the Delaware, 
Lackawanno & WeBtern,the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Qaincy, the Oilman, Clinton & 
Springfield, the Chicago, Pekin & South- 
western, the Chicago & Padncah, part ot 
which he built, Superintendent of the 
Chicago branch of the Wabiish, coming 
from that road to the old Illinois Mid- 
land as receiver, and remaining in charge 
of that property until the Terre Haute & 
Peoria company was formed to operate 
the road. He took the road when it was 
practically "two streaks of rust" from 
Terre Haute to Peona, with a depleted 
treasury and the rolling sto3k run down 
and inefficient. 
But by his superior 


management and personal knowledge of 
railway business, the road is now in 
splendid condition, physically and finan- 
cially, and it is doing a good business. 
As manager of a railroad there is no man 
better fitted for the position than Colonel 
Conklin. He not only knows what ought 
to be done but be personally knows how 
it should be done, and if necessary he 
can pull off his coat and repair a loco- 
motive or ran it. 


The REPUBLICAN has no information 


as to the future plans of the Colonel, but 
wherever he may go he will take the best 
wishes of all our citizens with whom he 
has resided for a period of seven or eight 
years. He has a splendid home on Prai- 
rie Avenue, one of the best appointed in 
the city.

Lindley, who has been reputably 
known, died within a tew minutes, and 
Waldron gave himself up to the officers 
and is in Jail at Clinton. Waldron is a 
man of bad temper and has lived any- 
thing but a quiet life with his spouse, 
who has borne an unsaVoiy record.

The coro- 
ner's jury will go through the usual form, 
but the facts are accepted as Waldfon 
gives them, 


Mr. Lindley had lived in Kenney three 


or four years and kept a dry goods and 
millinery store. He was .a man of about 
40 years of age, and had a wife and two 
or three children. His wife was raised 
near Kenney and her father died B few 
years ago, leaving quite an estate. Lind- 
ley was burned out in the fire that swepl 
away the business portion of Kenney 
last spring and for a time carried on his 
business at his dwelling. 


J. D. Waldron is a farmer living near 


Kenaey, and is known as "Buck" Wai 
dron. He has the reputation of being a 
man of nerve when agitated, but is saic 
to be quiet and orderly as a usual thing

Even the sheet iron jacket was stripped 
off from it. The engineer and firemen 
were instantly killed, but not another 
person on the train was injured. 
They 


escaped, partly because cars were so 
strong, and partly, doubtless, because the 
vestibules helped to keep the platform* 
on the same level and m line, and thus to 
prevent crushing of the ends of the cars.
